Can Hit Pets 


“ Many of us have pets that 
serve 
as 
our 
traveling 
companions, but we often 
subject them to serious 
danger when we don’t intend 
to do so.” This statement is 
made 
by 
Dr 
Dennis 
McIntosh, member of the 
Texas Veterinary Medical 
Assn.’s public information 
committee 
Dr. McIntosh warns that 
when you go shopping, Fido 
or Kitty would be safer left 
at home. If you leave them 
locked in the car while you 
shop, even with the windows 
open, they may become 
victims of heat stroke. 
Temperatures inside the 
car may reach extreme 
proportions, 
causing 
a 
dangerous rise in your pet’s 
body 
t e m p e r a t u r e . 
Vomiting, coma, and even 
death may be the result 
If this does occur, im 
mediate 
veterinary 
treat 
ment is necessary You may 
help by giving a cold bath, 
but your treatment must he 
followed by your pet’s doctor 
if it is to be successful 


Even 
with 
immediate 
veterinary 
treatment, 
the 
outcome is often not totally 
successful because the high 
body temperature < often 109- 
110 degrees) may result in 
brain damage or damage to 
other 
vital 
body 
organs, 
especially the kidneys 
I)ogs with thick hair coats, 
such as St 
Bernards and 
Huskies, 
are 
especially 
susceptible. 
Overheating while playing 
outside in the hot Texas sun 
often 
occurs, 
also 
Prevention 
is safest- just 
don’t 
let 
your 
pet 
get 
overheated 
Don’t lock him in the car 
Exercise periods should be 
held 
during 
the 
cooler 
morning and late evening 
hours 
Heavy coated dogs 
and cats should be watched 
carefully 
Clipping long hair helps, 
hut then sunburn can be a 
problem. Check with your 
veterinarian 
he can tell you

A 
feature-length 
film , 
“ The Ark of Noah.” a 1975 
O s c a r 
D o c u m e n t a r y 
nominee will be shown at the 
Bible Prophecy Exposition 
at Daniel Meyer Coliseum on 
the TCH campus in Fort 
Worth this week 
The film, nominated for its 
realism and authenticity, 
graphically shows a recent 
archeological expedition on 
Mr. Ararat in full color 
Reports of the existence of 
Noah’s ark date back as far 
as tilt* Babylonian Empire, 
when Berosus, the high 
priest, said it could still be 
seen on the mountains of 
Armenia. 
Numerous historians have 
spoken of the existence of the 
ark 
during 
the 
centuries 
since, 
including 
Josephus 
who lived about the time of 
Christ, 
and 
Marco 
Polo, 
world traveler of the 13th 
century. An arch bishop of 
Persia reported seeing the 


I ark in 1887, and in 1917 the 
Russian Czar sent an ex­ 
pedition to check out a report 
by 
a 
m ilitary 
pilot 
who 
claimed he saw a ship atop 
Mt. Ararat "as long as a city 
block.” 
Cages Found 
The Ru ssian explorers 
reported finding a ship like 
structure that contained 
hundreds 
of rooms and 
cages, some with tiny iron 
bars for very small animals, 
and others with huge wooden 
timbers 
two feet 
square, 
large enough to hold animals 
much larger than today’s 
elephants. In one side of the 
ship they found a huge door 
20 feet square. 
The official report to the 
Czar 
was 
probably 
destroyed in the Bolshevic 
Revolution only a few days 
after it was delivered, but 
the pilot who first sighted the 
ark escaped Russia, came to 
America, and told the story 
in 
an 
a rticle 
entitled, 
“ Noah’s Ark Found.” 
A hundred years ago, a 
native of the area around 
Mt. 
Ararat 
guided 
three 
atheist scientists to the site 
who came to prove that the 
ark didn’t exist. Finding the 
mammoth structure atop the 
mountain, the scientists 
forced the guide to swear he 
would never tell 
But con­ 
verted 
to 
(Christianity

America shortly before his 
death, the guide did tell the 
story.

yards of ice. But the third 
time, in 1955, he succeeded in 
climbing down into an icy 
crevasse where he saw a 
hand-hewn timber 150 feet 
long. He cut away about four 
feet of the tim ber and 
brought it out. 
N avarra’s discovery, and 
the timber he brought out to 


prove it, stirred new interest 
in the ark, and in 1969 the

The expedition brought 
back more samples of the

Many Groups Formed 
Soon a dozen or more 
groups, some with more zeal 
than wisdom, jumped on the 
hand wagon.

And 
as the movement to find out

archaeologists, 
scientists, 
and photographers go to the 
site with the full protection 
of the government and find 
out what’s up there. If it’s 
the ark, prove it. If it isn’t, 
that’s the end of it.” 
SEA RC H Foundation has 
offered to fund an expedition 
when it is permitted, com­

“ I don’t claim 
it’s the
